In accordance with the called meet- 
of his Honor Mayor Separk, at 10 
o’clock a. m. yesterday, the bell of 
Metropolitan Hall announced the 
hour of the citizens’ meeting for the 
purpose of taking appropriate action 
in regard to the death of ex-Gov. 
Graham. 

The hall was soon filled by all 
classes of our citizens, when the meet- 
ing was called to order by Mayor 
Separks. On his motion Hon. W. II. 
Battle was called to the Chair and J. 
J. Litchford requested to act as Sec- 
retary. 

On motion of K. P'. Battle, Esq.,a 
committee of five was appointed to 
prepare resolutions expressive of the 
sense of the meeting. Messrs. K. P. 
Battle, J. H. Separk, Major Seaton 
Gales, R. 8. ‘sucker, and J. . 
Williams being appointed as said 
committee. 


After consultation the committee 
returned and through the Chairman, 
Mr. Battle, submitted the following 
resolutions: 


The removal from us by the death 
of a citizen, whose career in civil life 
has been singularly eventful and hon- 
orable, whose character and example, 
have been of commanding influence 
for good, whose official duties for 
four years made him a resident in 
our city, where his public conduct 
and private virtues won from all pro- 
found admiration and affectionate 
regard, demands an expression of 
their grief by the people of Raleigh. 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That in the various po- 
sitions of honor and trust, which 
William Alexander Graham so wor- 
thily filled, he displayed the highest 
qualities of mind and heart, which 
should ado: the statesman and the 
citizen. As Chief Executive of North 
Carolina, as member of Couventions 
for revisal of the fundamental law, 
in the General Assemblies of the 
State, as Senator in the National 
Legislature, in the Cabinet and in 
the forum,in great offices and in 
sinall,andin the walks of private 
life, he displayed conspicuous talents, 
extensive learning, perfectintegrity, 
conscientious and painstaking devo- 
tion to duty, accompanied by cour- 
tesy and respect for the feelings of 
others. 

Resolved, That the citizens of Ral- 
eigh deeply deplore the loss of this 
greatand good man, and heartily 
sympathize with his family in their 
sore bereavement. 

Resolved, That the Chairman ap- 
point, asa mark of respect for the 
virtues of the deceased, a committee 
of the citizens to accompany his re- 
mains to their resting piace in Hills- 


— That a copy of these res- 
olutions be sent to the family of the 
deceased and furnished to the news- 
papers for publication. 

Mr. Battle accompanied the reso- 
lutions with remarks suitable and 
appropriate, briefly reviewing the 
prominent characteristics of the great 
and good North Carolinian. 

Hon. A. S. Merrimon in one of his 
usually effective speeches paid a 
handsome tribute to the virtues of 
the deceased. 

Gov. Brogden, Hon. B. F. Moore 
and Col. I. J. Young followed in brief 
but appropriate speeches. 

Judge Battte before putting the 
question added a few remarks us ii- 
lustrative of the devotion that had 
ever actuated Goy. Graham in the 
discharge ofthe various duties that 
had devolved upou him, and the zeal 
he always manifested when the fame 
or characterofhiis State was concerned 
stating that he died upon the post of 
duty—having accepted the position 
of arbitrator to settle the boundary 
line between the State of Maryland 
and Virginia, when his feeble health 
would searcely permit—but he deem- 
ed it an honor to his State, and felt 
it his duty to accept. 


After which the question was put 
and the resolutions unarimously 
adopted.

Vance, rose and gaid 
in behalfof the contestants, that they 
withdrew all questions except as to 
the result of the Steel Creek precinct. 
This was acquiesced in by the de- 
fendants, and it was agreed to 
leave the result of that box to 
the judges of the same. Whereupon 
the returns were taken charge of by 
the judges of that precinct, A. G. 
Neal and R. W. McDowell, who re- 
ported that they rejected the votes 
cast for Messrs. Barringer and Kerr, 
on the ground that the words ‘‘no 
Convention ticket’? amounted to a 
device within the purview of the 
statute. This reduced the majority 
of Messrs Barringer and Kerr to 
about 235 votes, which number being 
uncontested, these gentleman were 
declared duly elected delegates to the 
Constitutional Convention from this 
county. Upon the announcement of 
the vote, Gen. Barringer arose and 
in behalf of hmself and his colleague, 
congratulated the Commissioners and 
the public upon the termination ofa 
contest which had bidden fair to de- 
lay them weeks and months. He 
further said that while he and those 
who acted with him did not recog- 
nize the justness, or the legality of the 


action of the Creek judges, 
they believed the jud and the 
Commissioners had all endeavored 
to do their duty, in good faith. Sit- 
uated as they were he recommended

Tuer union of Europe and Africa 
by means of a tunnel under the 
Straits of Gibraltar is one of the 
great engineering schemes at pres- 
ent.contemplated. This tunnel, as 
projected, is to be a right line, ex- 
tending between Tarifs and Algesir- 
as, on the Spanish coast, to Ceuta 
and Dengier on the Morocco shore, 
the submarine portion to be 44,160 
feet in length, or nearly nine miles. 
This vast enterprise offers, it is said, 
more difficulties than the similar 
work under the English channel, al-

though the latter will have more 
than twice the length. The maxi- 
mum depth of the channel at the 
point to be traversed is stated to be 
only about 163 feet, while that of 
the Straits is 2,621 feet. Supposing 
that the tunnel under Gibraltar be 
bored at a distance of one thousand 
feet under the bed, its total depth 
under the sea level would he over 
3,600 feet, while the entry and exit 
galleries would be each three miles 
in length.

Dr. Satch- 
well's essay on School Hygiene is 
excellent and deserves to be read by 
teachers and parents. Altogether 
it is a very appetizing number. Ev- 
ery intelligent and State-loving 
North Carolinian should sustain it.
